He had nothing more to do than to clap it into a 
bag, fling it across his shoulder, and in a trice 
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all the wa^ons^ broad- wlueded^ narrow-wheeU 
ed, carriages^ carts^ gigs, coaches ah4 wheel-lbar* 
rows within the environs of the aforesaid town^ 
would be rattling and thundering over a bran 
span new turnpike. Alas! the people were inca- 
pable of penetratiiig into the facility and cheap- 
ness of this new mode of procuring ready made 
turnpikes^ and refused to furnish him with a bag. 
The ingenious projector \yas forced to relinquish 
the design, arid all the vehicles Whether for pro- 
fit or pleasure^ still continue to run hub deep 
over unpaved roads through mud and mire, and 
all for the want of an old bag. However this in- 
convenience will one day be remedied, at ie^st 
within the precinfts of the town. It would be un- 
just not to mention the public spirited expedient 
which the inhabitants have devised for paving 
the streets. All the filth, lumber, rubbage, ^c. 
of whatever nature or description, is permitted 
to lay in the street wherever it may happen to be 
thrown. It is hoped the daily accession to this 
mingled promiscuous mass will in the course; of 
time form a smooth, regular and complete pave- 
ment. In carrying this plan into execution^ |he 
materials they seem principally to rely on^ are 
the carcases of cats, rats anddogs^ but nothing is 
rejeQed. Every little helps, according to the old 
woman's maxim ; so they seem to think. As fox 
the foot-pavements, they need no amendation. I 
never look at them that I do not pity the shoe- 
makers. They are so level, so uniform, so ten* 
der of shoe-leather — the poor fellows must Suf- 
fer for want of employment. I would seriously 
recommend to the consideration of those who 
have the care of such matters, the propriety of 
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rdagfaening them a little, merely to give business 
to so worthy a part of community. It would 
certainly be very bumanei and perfefily consist^ 
ent with that disinterested anxiety, to promote 
the general pleasure and convenience which is 
extended even to the gratification of ihejuvenil^ 
Pjart of society. The engines were brought out a 
i^w weeks ago for no other purpose under the 
heavens, but to amuse the little ragamuffin rab- 
ble of the town — at least it is fair to conclude 
that this was the case ; for although in bad or« 
def, they were returned in precisely the same 
situation.

j^^rv^de^ the hurtian breast and impels the neces- 
sity df measdres $6 dreadful, so calamitous in 
their tftefts, to imptess it with a sense of right. 
MoweVer jiist, however necessary may be the step 
tin the pari of 6ur government, it has palsfed the 
Energies of iridustty— has unnerved the arm of 
honest labbuf and stinted its gains.

Even Miss Wormwood has drawn off her forces 
from the field of battle, and if her vengeful spirit 
is not appeased, she has. retired to growl her dis- 
contents where they will prove no longer an in- 
terruption to the peace of jociety. Calumny sSuni- 
bcjs and detraction is at rest. The design of my 
productions is accomplished. Its object is effec- 
tuated, and had I not pledged myself for a speci- 
fic quantum of nonsense, I might now hang up 
tny pen to moulder with the family archives. 

Yes, if in the progress of my work I have ex- 
cited reflection in the mind of one individual 
fair, if I hav6 expelled from it one foible calcu- 
lated to counteract the power of her charms, I aib 



more than compensated for all the odium and 
for all the abuse I have encountered. I saw some 
of them led wtray by the errors of education; 
prompted by humanity, I made use of this only 
expedient in my power to arrest their wandering 
footsteps. Those who have thought my pen dipt 
in gall and attribute my efFusipns tiO malice, have 
formed a very false estimate of my charaEter. If 
I have sometimes indulged over freely in satire, 
it arose from a conviQion, that the cold preach- 
ings ai^d stale aphorisms of rigid morality are ill 
calculated to facilitate the work of reformation. 
They are seldom honored with a perusal, and if 
they are, leave no lasting impression. The gay 
and the thoughtless, ^or whose good t^bey are ge- 
ners^lly intended, consign them to the lumbtor* 
room to ilumber with si^berannuaied philosopbyi 
or moulder with the musty records of antiquity. 
He who would aim at a reformation of manners, 
must enrobe his lucubrations in a^,more gorgeous 
attire. To allure the gay and fix the attention qf 
the gawdy, they must appear in a m[ore splendid 
garb than is decorous for the duU formula of sy];« 
tematized niorality. In place of a laboured 
scheme of ethicks^ be must delineate the human 
chara6ler in its most striking attitudes under the 
influence of particular motives. Infa£t he muit 
" catch the living manners as they qse." 

Nothing is calculated to make a more lastipg 
impression than the representation of some living 
chara£ter within the sphere of our own observa* 
tion. We see the influence which his vices or 
virtues have upon society and upon himself— wc 
are incited to scrutinize ourselvesi we are ted 
to catechise pur own bosoms-7-;we , lee what is 
amiable strikingly illustrated, .aa4 I'^t endea^ 
vour to imitate it— we see the di^ust wbix:b 
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is eKGited by a vicious or licisntious a£iioD, and 
wc shun it with abhorrence. Does an author 6a« 
tirize an individual of our acquaintance^ ve trem* 
ble ^Qtr ourselves ; we endeavour to shape our 
condud in such a' way as to avoid a fimilar fate. 
Is a chara£ler drawn in all the glowing tints of 
virtue, humanity, benevolence, we are fired with 
emulation, 'we burn to be objefls of similar ad- 
miration. 

The shafts of ridicule will pierce with convic- 
tion and a desire of reformation when every 
other means has failed of it]& desired efFeS. We 
cannot bear to be objeQs of daughter to others. 
An insinuated suspicion of the integrity of our 
principles docs not excite sensations sp acute ^s 
a convidiOfi that we ate obje3s of ridicule. It 
grates on one of the tenderest chords in the hu- 
man system. 

Dry morality and harsb reproof only excite 
obstinacy and a spirit o| opposition in the mind 
of the person to whom it is directed. The first 
opportunity the culprit will repeat the fault from 
mere resentment, and glory in the seeming inde- 
pendence of the a£k. But season the reproof with 
ridicule, aiyl the efFe£t is instantaneous and un- 
erring. 

After these few crude observations from the 
lumber-room of my own pf ricranium, I cease my 
lucubratiQns to afford room* for the remarks of 
a young prig, who has requested the publication 
of the following letter : " ' v 

DEAR JERRY, 

If a constant perusal of your remarks, and a 
deep and profound veneration for yourself \^iU 
entitle me to ask a favour of you, Iknow no per- 
son better entitled to that favour than myself.
